When the State Committee adjourned at 
1:30 p. m. last Saturday eleven of the fifteen 
members had expressed themselves as ready 
to vote for an early convention. The four 
members opposing were Chairman Maffitt, 
Dr. Lutz, representing Louis Steuver, Mr. 
Davis and Dr. Brown. The final vote, as 
is well known, stood 10 to 5 against a con- 
vention. The fight all day long was 
waged between Chairman Naffitt and 


Robert E. Lozier, representing the Second. 


District. The accounts of trustworthy 
spectators are to the effect that Lozier 
had his war paint on from the start—or 
at least after he had crossed the room to 
Executive Chairman Cook and had dis- 
sc gg that Mr, Cook had thrown up both 
ands. 

The most intense feeling between Chair- 
man Maffitt and Mr. Lozier came when 
after the afternoon recess Mr. Lozier 
arose and alluded to a former caucus held in 
the same room, No. 84, of the Southern, 
last year after the Kansas City conven- 
tion, at which Sam B. Cook was deposed as 

retary and Will J. Zevely was elected 
in his place. When Mr. Lozier discovered 
that the sentiment of the committee was 
unguéstionably against a convention he 
arose and stated that this room seemed to 
be a favorite with the Democratic State 
Committee, that it was here less than a 
8 ago that the deposal of Mr. Sam B. 
ook as Secretary of the State Commit- 
tee was effected and Mr. W. J. Zevely 
was installed in his place, and he moved 
that the Secretary of the Committee, Will 
J. Zevely, be instructed to go at once to 
Jefferson City and arrange for the execution 
of first-class oil portraits of Gov. Stone, 
Secretary Leseuer, Auditor Seibert and 
Treasurer Stephens, and that the same 
brought to Room & of the Southern Hotel 
and proper hung in conspicuous places 
upon the walls of Room S, with the inscrip- 
tion underneath in large red letters:

Feeling in Favor of the White Metal 

: Is Increasing. , 

Dr. D. H. Shields of Hannibal, Mo., for- 
merly Chairman of the Democratic State 
Central Committee, is in the city.

Shields, speaking of the free silver senti- 
ment, said that while it was admittedly 
overwhelming in the West, it was — 
stronger in the East than was generally 
supposed. In March,“ he said, “I was in 
Boston at the meeting of the Grand Lodge 
of the A. O. U. W. There were a great 
many people from Maine there, and I was 
much surprised to find that the great ma- 
jority of them, outside of the bankers and 
money lenders, were even then for free sil- 
ver, and the agitation had not then reached 
anything like the present proportions. My 
experience was that the men engaged in the 
ordinary vocations were strongly for free 
silver, and they are the great majority. It 
would not surprise me at all to see a land- 
slide in some of the Eastern States, where 
it is least expected, if the feeling continues 
to grow.“

Parallel. 


WASHINGTON, June 4—The Weather 
Bureau furnishes a special bulletin to the 
press on the heated term. It says: 

The period of the extreme hot weather 
that has prevailed over the entire eastern 
portions. of the United States during the 
past week has been remarkable for its length 
and for the high temperature occurring, 
the latter in many instances exceeding any 
previously recorded by the Weather Bureau 
duri the period between the 20th of May 
and the 10th of June. 

There is a table given showing the number 
of days the temperature rose to or above 90 
during the w ending June 8 at variqus 
stations, together with the highest tempera- 
ture at each.

HEAT AND DROUTH. 


They Are Doing Great Damage to Crops 
in Illinois. 


CHICAGO, June 4.—The past week has 
gone to the opposite extreme from the 
week preceeding, and crops have struggied 
under a heat averaging above 8 deg., which 
is from 12 to 15 degs. above the normal 


temperature. The rainfall has been very 
acarce. Only northwest counties have been 
favored sufficiently, and all east, central 
and southern counties were practically dry, 
hence the average for the State was but 
a sprinkle. The sky was nearly cloudless 
during the entire week, and maximum tem- 
perature extremely high and the wind 
boisterous, Where rain fell vegetation is 
growing finely and small grains and mead- 
Ows are giving excellent promise, and corn, 

tatoes, gardens and pastures are. much 

. Where rain is lacking, however, 

and that is much the largest portion of the 
State, small grains and meadows, gardens 
and potatoes are suffering from the heat 
and drought. Wheat is receiving less dam- 
age from chinch bugs than previously, but 
rust has developed and with the Hessian 
fly is causing damage. Oats are heading 
short and are less promising. Rye is short 
and the heads poorly filled. The fruit pros- 
pect is still excellent in the southern coun- 
ties, as is also the prospect for tree fruits 
in the central counties. Cherries are be- 
ing marketed in the southern counties and 
ripening fast in the central. A general 
rain would, without doubt,materially ch 
Son Sea but the hay crop will 
shor .

He Wished to Succeed to Force the 
Courts to Appoint Him Trustee 
for Church Property. 


ROME, June 4.—It is stated at the Vatican 
that the brief cable from St. Louis annountd- 
ing the Pope’s deposition of Archbishop 
Kenrick and the nomination in his stead of 
Archbishop Kain as successor is due to an 
unfortunate misapprehension of a cable 
from Rome which summarized the action 
taken by the Congregation of the Propa- 
ganda. ‘ 

The written decree was mailed to the 
United States several days ago and gives in 
full the contemplated changes. It does not 
depose Archbishop Kenrick from his present 
title or position, nor does it appoint Arch- 
bishop Kain as his successor. 

Such action could not have been taken 
only through a Papal bull. 

The present action is a decree of the 
congregation made for the purpose of as- 
sisting in the management and adminis- 
tration of the church property of the arch- 
diocese. Had the Archbishop been relieved, 
he would have been given a new title as 
Archbishop of a suppressed diocese in the 
far East, in order that the change would 
entail no sacrifice of dignity or station, 
But the decree makes no change in his ti- 
tle, and leaves him in possession of his 
present title as Archbishop of St. Louis. 

It defines exactly and clearly the position 
of Archbishop Kain as coadjutor, making 
more definite the powers conferred upon 
him a year ago. It does not, however, make 
him the successor of Archbishop Kenrick, 
but gives him such strong powers as coad- 
jutor that he will be able to carry on the 
laborious work of managing the church 
property and as though he were 
Archbishop in name or fact. 

This will bring no deposition or removal 
of the yenerable head of the archdiocese. 
It is regretted that the few words sent by 
cable summarizing the full decree should 
have been misconstrued. The decree was 
mailed to Archbishop Kain and would not 
have reached him until after the announce- 
ment made last Sunday based on the cable, 


HOW THE MISTAKE OCCURRED. 


Archbishop Kain Received Word That 
His Petition Had Ben Favored. 

Ths cablegram puts quite a different face 
on the supposed removal of Archbishop 
Kenrick, as narrated yesterday. There has 
been a mistake somewhere, and the way 
it came about is like this: When Messrs. 
Graham, Frost, Julius, Foy, John Lee and 
Valle Reyburn instituted proceedings in the 
local courts in behalf of prominent Catholic 
gentlemen, lay and clerical, asking for the 
removal of Archbishop Kenrick from his 
trusteeship in the church property of the 
St. Louis diocese, Archbishop Kain took 
similar action in the ecclesiastical courts, 
He sent to the Propaganda a petition set- 
ting forth the same condition of facts nar- 
rated in the prayer of the petitioners in 
the local courts. a 

He further asked that the old Archbishop 
be removed and that he be appointed Arch- 
bishop of St. Louis in his stead.

* experienced a number of destructive 
“forest fires, but those of Sunday and yes- 
@erday surpass them all. The fire at Rus- 

oll City last night drove terror to the 

earts of the 500 people who inhabit the 
‘place. At 10 o’clock a brisk west wind 
smprang up and fanned the burning under- 
brush and hemlock timber into one solid 


Mass of fire, covering a stretch of three 
miles in width. The people, who were 


‘about exhausted from fighting the flames 
the past three days, were forced to 
ee for their lives. The flames spread 80 
pidly that the people had to leave every- 
2a and run to the clearing, two miles 
‘distant, to Highland Corners. 
children in their arms, shrieking and be- 
“moaning their fate, ran and stumbled as 
ghey escaped from the fire. Many women 
ell exhausted and were trampled on, but 
reached Highland in safety. Nothing is 
feft of the once hustling little place. he 
fire is still burning fiercely among the oil 
Wells. The Northern Oil Company has 20 
wells and a number of tanks burning at 
this place now, and there is no abatement 
to the fury of the flames. It is impossible. 
to estimate the loss. The woods leading. 
te Clarks Mills are one mass of flames on 
both sides of the road, and how the people 
who live along the road could have es- 
caped is beyond compreéehension,. There is 
no communication of any kind with this 
lace and ao news obtainable from here, 
ut there is no doubt of everything hav- 
ing been burned in the path of the fire, | 
as there was no protection of any kind. 
Every avallable man is out fighting the 
fire and there is not half enough. There 
ts fire in every direction and all efforts to 
ek its progress seem futile. Coon Run 
three ‘miles from Russell City, which was 
wiped out yesterday afternoon, was entire- 
ly obliterated from the face of the earth 
@nd nothing remains to show that there 
ever was such a settlement. The place 
consisted of twenty seven buildings, a 
pump station, school-house and saw-mill. 
A. R. Fowler, superintendent of the 
Northern On Co., says while he and his 
men were at work “back firing’ a stiff 
breeze from the west came up like magic 
and in less time than it takes to tell it, 
the fire was upon them. They ran to the 
town and aroused the people to flee for 
their lives. Men, women and children 
made a wild race for the railroad track, a 
distance of five miles, while the flames 
played havoc with all their belongings, 
and the-Northern Co. lost forty oil wells at 
this place and a large number of new rigs 
that had been built for new wells.

Transfers of Wm. Wooten’s Property 
Said to Be Forgeries. 
FRESNO, Cal., June 4—Judge Carter of 
the Superior Court has declared null and 
void all of the deeds and mortgage by 
which the estate of Wm.

This 
‘general result 1 be unders by lawyers, 
t they will also appreciate the complete 
absurdity of the non-repealing idea, when I 
remind them that the revised ordinance as 
y me was composed of old ordi- 
nances, amendatory ordinances and ordi- 
nances embracing totally new subject mat- 
ter, The ordinance of 1887, in so far as 
it remained unchanged, was so reported. 
The revised ordinance merely continued 
those old provisions in foree. By the ex- 
press terms of every revised ordinance, 
since revisions were required by the char- 
ter, the provisions of the revision have 
been declared to be a continuance of old 
—— — where they are the same and 
ave been expressly declared not to be new 
enactments. To say that my revision ought 
to have repealed Mr. Sulltvan's revision, 
where the provisions of the former were 
merely a continuance of the provisicns of 
the latter ordinance is a legal absurdity. 
Such a conclusion would have the revision 
contradict itself. 

But much concern is expressed because 
the amendatory features of the revision do 
not repeal the contradictory provisions of 
the ‘ordinance of 1887. I say they do, be- 
cause of what is called my “blanket” pro- 
vision. But a resort to that is not necessa- 
ry. I assert that every amendatory feature 
reported by me will be found to have de- 
pended upon an ordinance which by express 
designation of section, article and chapter, 
repealed or struck out an existing provision 
of the ordinance of 1887. I saw then no 
reason, I see now no reason for repealing 
again that which had already been repealed. 
If, to illustrate, sec. 650 of the Revision of 
1887 h been amended by an ordinance 
adopted in 1889, which repealed the section 
and substituted something else for it. sec. 
650 certainly had been repealed when I came 
to revise. When I reported the amended 
section as the existing section I reported the 
legal and actual fact. I was lawyer enough 
to abstain from saying in some other sec- 
tion that sec. 650 of Revised Ordinance 
14,000 is hereby repealed. It was already as 
dead as the lawmakers could make it. 

In conclusion, permit me to set at rest 
another feature of this mighty controversy. 
The revision for which I was responsible 
was completed in May, 1891. Mr. Arnstein 
introduced it as the Revised Ordinance 
shortly after its acceptance by the Council. 
This ordinance, now the Revised Ordi- 
nance of 1892, did not become a law until 
April 7, 1898. Persons seeking to make cap- 
ital for themselves have sedulously con- 
cealed this fact and have sought to hold me 
responsible for the long delay in legislation. 
But no one with a ray of sense can be mis. 
led on this propoaition. In August, 1892 
the ordinance was enacted which provided 
for additional dutſes of the revisor and for 
the publication of the ordinance in book 
form, if it ever became a law. From May, 
1891, or thereabouts, to April, 1893, the ordi- 
hance was pending in the Assembly. Dur- 
ing this time many features were added to 
the ordinance by way of amendments to the 
ordinance of 1887 and, in some respects, the 
new ordinance itself was amended. These 
changes included those which, upon the 
appearance of the volume whose printing I 
supervised, were declared to endanger the 
very foundations of municipal existence. I 
had no more to do with them than with the 
Pragmatic Sanction of Charles the Sixth. 
When they were incorporated in the re- 
vised ordinanct’”” by the Assembly and ap-

Your article refers to another matter 
which it seems to me is wholly misunder- 
stood.

This vetoed ordinance, it is agsert- 
ed, I incorporated in my revision. I did 
nothing of the kind. There was nothing of 
the sort in my revision. But the clerks are 
entitled to their increase of pay, and have 
been entitled since the ordinance of April 
7, 18983, became a law. If Mayor Noonan ve- 
toed the ordinance amendatory of the orig- 
inal provision, the Assembly must have 
passed it over the veto, or passed it in some 
way, because the amendatory provision is in 
the ordinance approved by Mayor Walbridge 
April 7, 1893. 

My publication is based throughout upon 
the official copy of the approved ordinance. 

I beg to express regret immo corde, that 
my revision does not meet the expectations 
of the City Hall officials, and that they do 
not hesitate to say 80.“ So, at least, you 
say. But I beg to assure the gentlemen 
whose expectations have not been met that 
they make war upon the Assembly which 
enacted, and the Mayor, who approved, the 
bill. Furthermore, 1 did not revise the or- 
dinances to meet their expectations.

Hon. Robert E. Lozier, of the Second 
District, was one of the few members of 
the State Committee who had the manli- 
ness to throw off the yoke of the bosses 
and voice the sentiments of his constitu- 
ents at the meeting on Saturday.

Mr. Lodier reiterates a statement made 
by him yesterday to a reporter that be- 
fore the committee adjourned to go to 
the horse race eleven mem out of 
fifteen had declared that the le they 
represented desired a State convention, 
and that they felt it necessary as repre- 
sentatives of the people to vote for it. 
When the committee reassembled five 
hours Mater, after having witnessed the 
horse race, six of these members had 
changed their minds and voted with the 
St. Louis contingent against a conven- 
tion. 

What effected this change of view? 
The suggestion has been thrown out by 
apologists for the committee’s action 
that “business men” saw the committee 
at the horse race and convinced them 
of the undesirableness of a convention. 
This is a very lame apology at best. Are 
the rural members of a State Committee 
to do what their own constituents want, 
or are they to take their orders from the 
business men of St. Louis? If so, the 


business men of St. Louis should be al- 


lowed to name the State Committée, so 
that responsibility for its action would 
rest upon them, and not upon the people 
whom the State Committeemen are sup- 
posed to represent, but whose wishes 
they flout and whose interests they be- 
tray. . 

But Mr. Lozier, in the interview pub- 
lished elsewhere, completely discredits 
this apology. He says business men did 
not persuade the committeemen at the 
Fair Grounds, and that the reason for 
the change of view must be sought else- 
where. . 

What was it? So far as the evidence 


shows, it was the horse race. Are Mis-+ 


gouri Democrats in the mood to permit 
the question as to whether or not they 
shall meet in State Convention to express 
their views on a great and vital question 
of party policy to be determined by a 
horse race? Shall the fact that the Chair- 
man of the State Committee is also presi- 
dent of a jockey club that provides horse 


races for the amusement of the public, be 


a more potent factor in Missouri politics 
than the wishes and the interests of the 
great masses of voters who do not attend 
horse races? 

We think not. In spite of that horse

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A DEAD-WEIGHT COMMITTEE. 


The approval of the new election law 
by the Governor assures to St. Louis 
and Kansas City the opportunity to puri- 
fy their elections. It enables the people of 
these cities to make a complete change 
of methods and transfer the control of 
election machinery from the political 
thugs to reputable citizens. 

This impending change of methods em- 
phasizes the necessity of a thorough re- 
organization of the Democratic party 
in this city.

all cycle races held in this city should it de- 
cide to put up the grandstand and track.
